GERMANS STRIKE 
BACK AT ENGLAND 


Strong Assault by Luft- 
waffe — Million Pounds 
of Bombs Dropped on 
Reich’s Baltic Port of 
Rostock.

LONDON, Sunday, April 26 
(AP).—The Royal Air Force day- 
light offensive over France 
reached a new peak yesterday with 
six large-scale onslaughts in 11 
hours in an aftermath to a second 
violent night attack on the Ger- 

man Baltic port of Rostock. 
The Germans retaliated by send- 


ing large numbers of bombers 
over the west of England last 
night and early today, cascading 
high explosives and fire bombs on 
one town. 

Maintaining attacks over the 
longest daylight raid period of the 
war, hundreds of R. A. F. fighters 
and bombers pounded targets at 
Cherbourg, Le Havre, Calais and 
other points Saturday. 

During these operations the 
fiercest air battles of the year 


type German fighters challenging 
the British at levels ranging up to 
five miles high over a 250-mile 
front. 

- Nazis Use New Fighters. 


The scale of the R. A. F. attack 
forced the Germans to put into the 
air the greatest number of fight- 
ers encountered during any one 
day of 1942. ; 

The success of these sweeps and 
the comparatively small British 
losses—15 fighters and one bomber 
—appeared to indicate the Nazis, 
even by straining to the limit, 
how are unable to muster enough 
fighters to match the R. A. 
German losses for the day were 
given officially by the British as 
eight fighters. 

While Spitfires and Hurricanes 
weaved and dived in dogfights, 
American-made Bostons unloaded 
their bombs on targets along the 
German-held coast even as Ros- 
tock, the important German Bal- 
tic port, still flamed and crumbled 
from its second straight British 
night assault.

NEW YORK, April 25 (AP). 
ENDELL L. WILLKIE said 
Witcaay, after registering for 
selective service, that he 
was aware of plans to draft 
him into a Government job, but 
he added, “I wouldn't want to 
Say anything about that now.”

Check Japs on One Sector,

NEW DELHI, India, April 25 
(AP).—The hard-pressed Chinese 
defending the allied left flank 
counterattacked tonight to halt a 
Japanese drive six miles west of 
Taunggyi, but the strongly re- 
inforced enemy  struc:: furiously 


with tanks, artillery and planes on 
both sides of their stalled com- 
rades. 

The Japanese, driving through 
the Shan States within 100 miles 
of devastated Mandalay, thrust 
forward in three columns around 
Taunggyi in an effort to encircle 
the outnumbered troops under 
Gen. Joseph W. Stilwell, U. 8. A. 

One Japanese spearhead which 
reached Hopong drove abruptly 
northeast in the direction of Loi- 
lem, 22 miles away, while another 
column sought to move west and 
encircle Taunggyi. Still a third 
unit was striking out 16 miles far- 
ther west of Taunggyi. , 

Heavy Casualties. 
The Chinese, almost devoid of

Heavy fighting also was report- 
ed in the center on the Sittang 
River front, and on the British- 
held right on the Irrawaddy.

French Forces Defend 
Strategic Possession 800 
Miles East of Australia. 


WASHINGTON, April 25 (AP).— 


Arrival of American troops at the’ 


island of: New Caledonia in the 
Southwest Pacific about 800 miles 
east of Australia was. announced 
today by the War Department. 


The island, which is under Free 


Frenclt control, lies athwart the 
route of supplies and _ reinforce- 


ments from the United States to. 


Australia, | 

The War Department, in a com- 
munique, said the troops would as- 
sist in the defense of the island 
and were sent there with the ap- 
proval of the local authorities. 

Size of the force was not dis- 
closed. 

Officials recalled that the United 
States Consul. at Noumea, the cap- 
ital, said recently that the United 
States would co-operate in defense 
of the strategically situated island. 

In .view of thé new pro-Axis 
Government of Pierre Laval at 
Vichy—and of the previous angry 
outburst from Vichy when the 
United States sent a consul-general 
to Brazzaville in Free French 
Equatorial “Africa—observers ex- 
pected a new outcry from Vichy 
over the troops in New Caledonia. 
. New Caledonia’s value as an 
air base was recognized even be- 
fore the southward surge of the 
Japanese focused attention on the 
islands off Australia. Pan-Ameri- 
can Airways chose Noumea as a 
port of call for its San Francisco- 
Auckland, New Zealand, route, 

The island, about 260 miles long, 
has a white population of 17,300 
of which more than 15,000 are 
French. 

About 1430 Japanese live on the 
island, most of them having come 
in‘as free immigrants but a small 
proportion as indentured laborers 
in the mines. 

The landing of the American 
troops on the ‘island represented, 
in a manner, the winning of a race 
with Japan’s invading armies, For 
weeks the Japanesé have been 
moving steadily east and south- 
ward from Java, nearer and near- 
er to the trans-Pacific route from 
the United: States to Australia. 

The Nipponese are about 1200 
miles northwest of New Caledonia 
on the island of New Britain and 
they claim to have taken two other 
smaller islands slightly east of 
New Britain. 


STEP WELCOMED 
BY FREE FRENCH 


LONDON, April 25 (AP). — The 
arrival of United States troops in 
New Caledonia was described by a 
Free French source tonight as a 
“highly welcome step to insure the 
common defense of the Allied life- 
line to Australia and New Zea- 
land.” : 

He said the Free French agreed 
fully to participation of the United 
States in the defense of the island 
and that Gen. Charles de Gaulle 
had been in communication fre 
guently with the United States 
commander there. 

New Caledonia had been under 
Free French control since shortly 
after the fall of France. 

“The islands will remain under 
the administration of Free French 
authorities,” the source said, “it is 
almost exactly the same situation 
there as in Australia where United

O’Hare Kept Name Secret on Trip 
Here by Airliner From Chicago 


Fellow Passengers Didn’t Know Officer Was 
» Navy’s No. 1 Air Hero Until Recep- 
tion Committee Greeted Him. 


Lieut. Com. Edward H. O’Hare 
was just another young naval of- 
ficer to his fellow passengers on 
the Chicago & Soythern airliner 
in which he flew to St. Louis for 
yesterday's homecoming demon- 
stration. 

They did not know, until the 
great silver ship set its wheels on 
the runway at Lambert-St. Louis 
Field and taxied up to the Naval 
Reserve hangar to be met by an 
official committee, that the quiet, 
dark-haired chap in the trim blue 
uniform was the Navy's No..1 hero 
of the war. 

Com. O’Hare and his pretty 
young wife, who flew with him 
from Chicago, were careful not to 
let them know. Facing the 
plaudits of others yesterday proved 
to be as much an ordeal for the 
young flyer as facing the bullets 
of the Japanese. 

He sat tensely in a chair at the 
Naval Reserve hangar, his hands 
folded in his lap, for a brief press 
conference after his arrival. He 
blushed at admiring references to 
his exploits. 

So often had the story of how 


he protected an American aircraft 
carier in the Pacific by shooting 
down six Japanese bombers’ been 
told that. there was little he could 
add, within the limits proscribed 
by wartime censorship, but he did 
his best to make the interview easy 
for the reporters. 

“I giiess you'd rather face the 
Japs than these cameras,” some- 
one suggested. “Yes, I would,” 
O'Hare replied. 

He was asked whether the count 
in his battle with the Japanese 
bombers was five, or six. “I shot 
down five, officially,” he answered, 
“but the sixth was damaged.” 


“Did any of them hit you?” 
“Yes, one of them got me in the 
wing.” 

“What kind of bombers are the 
Japs?” someone asked. “Hell, don’t 
you read the papers?” was Com. 
O’Hare’s response. 

He said he had no plans for his 
visit to St. Louis, after the cele- 
bration, but hoped to catch up 
on his ‘sleep. .He asked for co- 
operation in accomplishing that. 

Com. O’Hare is expected to re- 
main in St. Louis until Monday, 


but Mayor Becker has asked that 
the public leave him alone in the 
privacy of his mother’s home.

Cites Message From Na- 
tional Housing Authority

Work on the Wentzville pre- 
fabricated housing project, which 
has been tied up for nearly two 
months by an AFL-CIO jurisdic- 
tional dispute, will be resumed, 
probably tomorrow, with AFL la- 
bor, J.. M. Jack of Kansas City, 
who holds the construction con- 
tract, told the Post-Dispatch last 
night. 

Members of the CIO United 
Construction Workers had begun 
work under a contract with Jack 
\when they were driven from the 
project: March 2 by a mass dem- 
onstration of AFL building trades 
unionists. 

The AFL contends that it is en- 
titled to the work under terms of 
the so-called “Hillman stabiliza- 
tion agreement” of July, 1941, a 
pact between Government agencies 
and the AFL Building Trades De- 
partment covering wages and 
working conditions on defense 
construction, 

John J. Church, secretary of the 
St. Louis AFL Building and Con- 
struction Trades Council, has as- 
serted that this agreement, in ef- 
fect, awarded all defense construc- 
tion work to the AFL. 

James Nash, regional director 
for the CIO construction workers 
in St. Louis, when informed by the 
Post-Dispatch that the work would 
be awarded to the AFL, said he 
would. await instruction from A. 
D, Lewis of Washington, D. C., 
brother of John L. Lewis and 
chairman of the Construction 
Workers Organizing Committee. 

“Coercion” Says CIO Man. 

Efforts to reach A. D. Lewis in 
‘Washington were unsuccessful, but 
Gardner Wales, comptroller’ of the 
CWOC, said the decision “is just 
another instanceof the AF'L coerc- 
ing and intimidating contractors 
into refusing to use members of 
our organization.” 

“We just don’t have the re- 
sources the AFL seems to have,” 
he said. “I guess there’s nothing 
we.can. do about it but continue 
to make an effort to get our 
men in war construction work 
wherever we can find contractors 
with courage enough to stand up 
for their rights.”

WASHINGTON, April 25 (AP).— 
A high administration official said 
today that President Roosevelt 
would make clear in his message 
to Congress next week on the 
high cost of living that he is op- 
posed to suspension of the 40-hour 
week law. 

The presidential message is ex- 
pected to outline a program call- 
ing for freezing most commodity 
prices at about March 1 levels, 
drastic taxes on war profits and 
possibly wage control, It is to be 
sent to Congress Monday. Later, 
the President expects to discuss 
the program in a radio address to 


the nation. 

Roosevelt was represented as tak- 
ing the attitude that since most 
war plants were employing shifts 
of 48 hours or longer, the issue in- 
volved in the dispute over the 40- 
hour law was one of pay that 
could be handled satisfactorily in 
any request he might make to 
Government agencies to keep 
wages in line with living costs. 
The law requires time and one- 
half pay for work in excess of 40 
hours a week. 

Furthermore, he was said to re- 
gard proposals to suspend or re- 
peal the law as being tantamount 
to changing the rules while the 
game is in progress. 

As for other labor questions, he 
was represented as taking the view 
that strikes and the open and 
closed shop issue were being 
worked out satisfactorily under ex- 
isting agreements, 

A pronouncement of this nature, 
however, was not expected to quiet 
demands in Congress for restric- 
tive labor legislation. 

Senator George (Dem.), Georgia, 
said he regarded the 40-hour week 
question as the most important 
issue. 

“J don’t think the public is go- 
ing to be satisfied unless Congress 
does something about the overtime 
pay situation,” he told reporters.

A Forced Landing. 


But an example of the difficul- 
ties occurred when five fighters, 
supposed to land at Koepang—neu- 
trality laws prevented military air- 
craft landing in nearer Portgu- 
guese Timor—found the airdrome 
at Penfoh heavily clouded, making 
it impossible to land there. Their 
fuel being low from the long flight 
from Australia, all five doubled 
back along the shoreline hoping to 
find a way downward. Above the

planes 
stroyed in order not to fall into 
Japanese hands. Lieut. Begemann, 
with a small detachment of native 
soldiers, proceeded to the Pono 
estuary and demolished the planes. 
Two days later Japanese forces, 


after occupied the neighborhood. 
They had broken the American 
fighter conduit but failed to get 
the P-40s. 

The Japanese attacks dn Dilli 
and Koepang occurred on Feb. 20 
at about 8:30 o'clock in the morn- 
ing. As far as Portuguese Timor 
was concerned, it was in ample 
time to forestall the arrival ofthe 
Portuguese troops from Lisbon. 

The Japanese commanders dis- 
pensed with the usual aerial bom- 
bardment and employed only two 
fighters for overhead attack. Their 
sea forces consisted of one cruiser, 
three transports and one subma- 
rine. Landing in barges, they came 
ashore in four places at intervals 
of four, 10, 15 and 26 miles west 
of Dilli. At the four-mile landing 
there was the customary seizure 
of the airdrome, which is invaria- 
bly the first Japanese objective. 

All the landings were west of 
the town because the deep water 
and the smooth beaches there 
made possible the close protection 
of the approach to shore, 

Highly Mechanized. 

The force. landed was variously 
estimated at between 2000 and 
4000 men but in mechanized equip- 
ment it was formidable beyond its 
numbers. Motorcycles, armored 
cars and tanks all were landed and 
immediately dispatched to close 
all roads. 

Australian troops were holding 
Dilli’s airdrome, which had two 
runways 900 yards long by 300 
yards wide. Australian machine- 
gunners, who escaped, said that 
the Japanese came directly into 
their fire in groups of 10 or 12, 
standing up without attempting to 
take cover. The only plane, a De- 
havilland Dragon without arma- 
ment, used for communication with 
Koepang, made a safe escape. The 
Australian forces blew up the air- 
drome runways before joining in 
the battle. 

The <Australian forces, under 
command of Maj. Spence, were en- 
camped in four platoon areas cov- 
ering a mountainous region about 
30 miles square. Headquarters were 
at Railaco. One platoon was locat- 
ed five miles east of Railaco, an- 
other several miles beyond, an- 
other upon the shore. 

Since the Japanese purpose was 
to divide the Australians from the 
Dutch, the Dutch withdrew from 
the town. The Australians simul- 
taneously attacked from the west.

I talked with Lieut. Jacquest 
Charles Lewis Stoll, a 32-year-old, 
partly Malay, officer, who was the

“IT received ovdane to move every- 
thing possible’ from the ammuni- 
tion depot at Hatolia by pack train 
across the border to Dutch Timor. 
It was a Deportado farmer in Hat- 
olia who told me how the battle 
Was going against us. I got to- 
gether 56 coolies. We had been 
paying the natives 74 avos, about 
45 cents in your money, daily, as 
against the Portuguese Govern: |— 
ments 40 avos daily. I loaded 40,000 
rounds of ammunition’ upon 24 
horses and the 56 coolies. It took 


us three days to réach the fron- 


tier. Luckily the Japanese had not 
yet landed at Atapoepoe.” 


. Some Dutch troops were able to 
save themselves through friendly 
Chinese help at the village of Em- 
erera, about 40 miles from Dilli. 
The Japanese motorcycle detach- 
ment arrived there at 10 o'clock 
in the morning, reconnoitering be- 
tween the Dutch and Australian 
forces. The Japanese told a Por- 
tuguese sergeant there that if the 
Dutch retreated by road he must 
send word by telegraph to Dilli; 
then the Japanese would attack 
from shore, cutting off the Dutch 
retreat. But the Chinese met the 
retreating Dutch and took them 
safely around Emereva, without 
the Portuguese sergeant’s knowl- 
edge. Thus, 120 men of the Dutch 
forces were enabled to escape. 


A Hot Reception. 


A Dutch three-inch battery, fur- 
thermore, as it was learned later, 
gavé the Japanese cruiser. a hot 
reception. Although the landing 
was made after dawn, the cruiser 
actually entered Dilli harbor be- 
fore midnight. From the Dutch 
headquarters was sent a search- 
light signal inquiring the ship’s 
identity. The cruiser did not an- 
swer. The Dutch battery, which 
was concealed, fired -three shots. 
The cruiser replied with three 
heavy salvos totally destroying 
Dutch headquarters. 

The searchlight inquiry had 
been made because it was then 
expected that the vesse] was the 
Portuguese Joao Belo, About 70 
shells were sent across in all by 
the Dutch battery, while the 
cruiser shelled the entire harbor- 
board searching for its position. 
Eventually, the cruiser was com- 
pelled to retire with a heavy list 
but by daylight the battery could 
not long maintain its position. 
Both Dutch army doctors were 
killed by the shells that destroyed 
the headquarters but Col, Nico W. 
Straten escaped. 

In the course of this engage- 
ment Senor Barbosa, chief cus- 
toms officer, who was widely 
known throughout Timor as a 
friend of Japan, was killed. A 
figure not recognized as Barbosa 
was seen signalling to the Japa- 
nese cruiser with a winking blue 
flashlight from a house near 
Dutch headquarters. A _ sentry 
asked his officer’s permission to 
fire. At the first shot the flash- 
light #ell clanking to the causéway. 
Two more shots mortally wounded 
the signaler, later discovered to 
have been Barbosa.

one. We got one.’” 

The 95 passengers and 75 crew- 
men surviving the attack on the 
cargo-passenger ship were adrift 
for 18 hours in six lifeboats be- 
fore they were rescued. 

Went Down With Ship. 
Earle said Capt. Robert W, Hart 
of Rutherford, N, J., remained on 
the bridge and went down with his 
ship. 

One of the attacking submarines, 
Earle related, fired a torpedo into 
the ship’s port side just aft of 
amidships, and the raiders waited 
until about 15 minutes after the 
last of the six lifeboats had been 
launched before firing about 30 
shells into the vessel. From his 
lifeboat he saw two submarines 
exchanging signals. The nearer 
submerisble, he said, was “quite 
large” and had deck guns fore 
and aft. 
Harry King Jr., 18, of New York, 
whose father ig a member of the 
War Production Board, said he 
saw submarines, sometimes two 
and sometimes three, following the 
ship throughout the day. 

Lost on Two Ships. 
In the two sinkings 44 pas- 
sengers and crewmen were lost. 
Nine passengers and five crew 
members were missing and pre- 
sumed lost from the cargo-pas- 
senger ship. Three men were 
missing and 27 others who had 
safely launched a lifeboat had not 
been reported as rescued after a 
medium-sized cargo ship was sunk 
Friday night. 
Eighteen men of the crew of 47 
and one passenger of this ship 
were rescued by the same ship 
that picked up survivors of the 
cargo-passenger vessel, 
The ship was struck by a single 
torpedo aft on the port side and 
sank about 12 minutes later. Deck

its history, the Air Ministry said. 
One airman reported smoke from 
the fires in the Heinkel works, 
warehouses and other targets was 
so dense that Nazi searchlights 
could not penetrate it. 

80 Canadians in Raids. 
More than 80 Canadian flyers 
participated in the two Rostock 
attacks, all returning safely. They 
said “there were lots of fires burn- 
ing in the town itself” when they 
arrived for the second foray. -: 
Propaganda analysts. eved 
that the best evidence of the effect 
of the raids came from the Nazis 
themselves. The German radio, 
which for days has beén broad- 
casting melodramatic accounts of 
the destruction of “cultural land- 
marks” in last month’s R. A. F. 
raid on Luebeck, also in the Baltic 
region, said last night of Rostock, 
quoting from the Berlin newspa- 
per Deutsche Allgemeine Zeitung:

ALL HEAVYWEIGHT SOLE 
LEATHER TAKEN BY WPB 


Previously 80 Pct. was Thought to 
Be Enough for Army and 
Lease-Lend Requirements. 

WASHINGTON, April 25 (AP). 
—The nation’s entire stock and 
production of heavyweight sole 
leather was taken over. by the 
War Production Board today ‘to 
fill military and lease-lend require- 
ments for shoes. 

Previously WPB had ordered 80 
per cent of such leather set aside 
for the Government, but it was 
found that this amount was in- 
sufficient. 

WPB officials said that only 
heavyweight outersole leather was 
affected, leaving for civilian shoes 
the entire supply of ordinary and 
lightweight outersoles — of the 
type uséd in most civilian foot- 
wear other than heavy work shoes. 

The number of cattle on Ameri- 
can farms now is said to be 
near a peak, with cattle slaughter 
this year expected to reach record 
proportions, increasing the poten- 
tial leather supply. 

Today’s order applies to all cut 
soles, it is explained, and total 
production of both manufacturers’

wr his instrument bears an evil celebrity 
under. the name of “cartel.’’ Centuries ago 
the word cartel designated a challenge to 
single combat. After 1920 it began to assume 
a deadlier meaning. It has expanded to sig- 
nify the global monopoly of some given re- 
source or resources, with exclusive command 
of production, distribution and markets. 
Characteristic policies have been rigid con- 
trol of prices, restriction.of output and mer- 
ciless elimination of independent competi- 
tion. 


Accused of Dominant Role 
in Tragedy of Unpreparedness. 


The cartel stands accused of playing a 
hidden but dominant role in the tragedy of 
Anglo-American unpreparedness for war and 
the resultant loss of countless lives. 

Prior to the starj of World War IT in Sep- 
tember, 1939, about 200 international syndi- 
cates were in operation. These had engrossed 
a lion’s share of the world’s industry and 
trade, particularly in the field of vital com- 
batant materials. The greatest were nothing 
less than super-empires, omnipotent and ir- 
responsible, which executed sovereign trea- 
ties parceling the earth’s wealth among 
themselves. The chieftains of such cartels 
have been described as “‘the most subtle and 
ruthless brains extant.” Political govern- 
ments often became their tools or accom- 
plices. From a remote Olympus of power- 
commerce, they looked down on world wars 
themselves as unfortunate but transient in- 
terruptions of trade. 

While cartel members in Britain, France, 
Holland and Belgium were frequently strong 
enough to influence their Governments, the 
Nazi dictatorship from the start overpowered 
and deliberately utilized German corpora- 
tions as all-out instruments of foreign pol- 
They were employed to discourage and 
retard production in countries potentially 
hostile, amass foreign exchange for equip- 
ping the Reich’s war machine and provide 
finance for propaganda abroad, particularly 
in Latin America. ’ 

With justified confidence in the gullibil- 
ity of their partners, the German trusts in 
not a few instances gave notice that govern- 
mental pressure would compel them to ex- 
ceed contracted quotas of production. The 
reaction of American associates, according to 
the record, was often twofold: commisera- 


by tyranny; and a persuasion that “business 
honor” required fulfillment of obligations, 
even if they were violated by the Germans. 


Patent Rights Perverted 

Into Weapon of Conquest. 

Patents were perverted into a prime 
weapon of conquest. Designed ‘originally to 
protect inventors in the fruits of their dis- 
coveries, they (were elaborated into a world- 
wide policing system. The methods used pro- 
gressed far beyond suits or threats of suits 
for infringemeat.

Blueprint 


| Executive Committee’s Proposals, Coming

Here, briefly, are the principal 
planks in the program: 

No return to the - unplanned 
competitive world, maintaining a 
privileged few at the expense of 
the common good. 

Planned production for commu- 
nity uses. 

The “Four Freedoms”’—freedom 
of .speech, freedom of religion, 
freedom from want and freedom 
from fear—made secure by full 
employment, the rebuilding of a 
better Britain, social services for 
everybody for adequate health, nu- 
trition, and care in old age, and 
educational opportunities for all. 


Wartime Controls. 


Maintenance of the principal 
wartime controls in industry and 


jagriculture to avoid a renewed 


scramble for profits. 
Rapid transfer of labor and ma- 
terials te peacetime requirements. 
Extension of social services to 
provide for workers ang their fam- 
ilies pending reabsorption into in- 
dustry and agriculture. 


Retirement of older workers on 
the basis of adequate pensions. 

Immediate raising of the school- 
leaving age to 15 and, within three 
years‘of the end of the war, to 16; 
maintenance allowances to be 
paid to parents of the children 
kept in school. 

Substitution of a planned so- 
ciety for the old competitive sys 
tem.

Such are the principal proposals. 
They are not sensational as Social- 


ist programs go, but they are im- 


portamt because. the Labor party 
is now the second largest in Com- 
mons and may soon be the largest. 
Many of the proposals, in one form 
or another, would be acceptable to 
both the Liberal and Conservative 
parties. The parties differ princi- 
pally only on the amount and de 
gree of the various benefits. 


Coalition Prospect. 

The relative mildness of the 
Labor program may be partly due 
to the belfef among many of the 
trade union and party leaders that 
the present coalition’type of gov- 
ernment must be continued for 
some years after the war if there 
is to be a successful transition from 
wartime to a peacetime economy. 
Some Labor leaders dread the im- 
mediate resumption of unrestricted 
political warfare on the conclusion 
of the peace. 

Certainly, a return to pre-war 
politics would ‘disclose a much 
stronger Labor-trade union-left 
wing movement than before Sep- 
tember, 1939. If the left wing 
movement should prove strong 
enough to obtain control of the 
Labor ‘party machine at the end of 
the war, any coalition type of 
government would be exceedingly 
unlikely and the party’s relatively 
mild program would very probably 
be radically revised. 

Some of the explanatory: para- 
graphs in the Labor program as it 
now stands are worth quoting to 
show the party leaders’ trend of 
thought.

“Their sole justification must be 
(1) their contribution to victory 
and (2) their contribution to the 
fulfillment of the ends victory,is 
to serve. But in assessing these 
contributions, proper regard must 
be paid to the factor of morale. It 
is of the highest importance in 
maintaining the necessary will and 
resolution which victory requires, 
to assure our citizens that no ex- 
periment relevant to victory and 
its purposes is rejected because it 
is objectionable to some powerful 
vested interest. It is precisely to 
the degree that this spirit perme- 
ates the war effort that it will 
permeate the era of reconstruction.

OU are to be commended for your re- 
cent editorial, “An Injustice to the 
Police.” 

Let’s not let it go at that. I have many 
friends on the force and know that 
some of the conditions under which the 
police work could be better. For in- 
stance, they are the only city employes 
who do not get a vacation. (True, they 
are under the jurisdiction of the State, 
but the city pays them.) The only time 
that they get off during the year'is two 
days each month for recreation. 

The majority of city employes work 
only five or five and one-half days a 
week; the firemen are on one day and 
off the other, but policemen work seven 
days a week. Out of their salary there 
are many deductions, to say nothing of 
the prices they must pay for uniforms. 

Living expenses have gone up for these 
men just the same as they have for the 
rest of us, but they have no way of get- 
ting a raise. Wages are on the increase 
for most of us—why not them? 

Our police force is one of the finest in 
this country. Let’s keep it that way by 
keeping the men on the force satisfied.

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SUBMARINES THEN AND NOW. 

Axis submarines along our Atlantic coast are ex- 
acting a heavy merchant shipping toll, That toll, so 
close at hand, has overshadowed the punishment 
our own submarines have inflicted, several thousand 
miles away, in Japan’s home waters and along her 
widely spread communication lines. Swift and spec- 
tacular attacks of our bombing planes on Japanese 
naval craft, transports and freighters have attained 
more publicity than have the more slowly and la- 
boriously achieved victories of our submarines, which 
sometimes stay out two months oefore making port. 

But the important thing is that the feats of our 
submarines, plus the difficulties of the Atlantic cam- 
paign against Axis submersibles, have caused our 


high command to re-estimate the submarine and give 


it a higher standing. * 

This has just been shown by passage in the House 
“by unanimous consent” of the Navy-sponsored Vin- 
son bill calling for 200,000 tons of underwater craft 
(probably 120 to 160) at a cost of $900,000,000. Our 
present fleet of underwater assassins numbers around | 
115, with about 70 more under construction or au- 
thorized. Germany is estimated to have from 160 to 
300 submarines, Japan 80 or 90, Italy 100,or more, 


of theirs, about 85. : ae, 

Of all the facts that have signalited the comeback 
of the submarine, the destruction of the Barham is 
most ominous. In World War I, no battleship prop- 
erly escorted was successfully torpedoed, despite 
the many trips the British fleet made into the North 
Sea. Yet last Nov. 25, an Axis U-boat got into the 
center of the British Mediterranean fleet, despite 
screens of cruisers, destroyers and planes, and tor- 
pedoed the Barham as that 31,000-ton dreadnaught 
was taking part in a sweep for the Italian Navy. 
Some experts say the submarine was underrated 
as a result of Germany’s failure to win with it in 
World War I. It was thus left in the hands of a 
small group of “underwater fanatics,” who improved 
it a little faster than the admiralties improved the 
methods of fighting it. 

There is almdst as much difference between a 
World War I and a World War II submarine ag there 
is between a 1918 and a 1942 automobile. The pres- 
ent-day craft is faster above and below water and in 
diving. The new periscope, smaller and stream- 
lined, leaves little telltale “feather” on the water’s 
surface. The boat’s shell and structure are stronger. 
The torpedo is more powerful, and it leaves hardly 
any path as it moves toward its target. 

As for the enemies of the submarine, they are 
many, but all have their deficiencies. The plane 
often moves too fast for good observation of rough 
water. The blimp, able to stay aloft for many hours 
and to hover over a suspected spot with depth bombs, 
is ineffective at night. Listening devices for picking 
up submarines in deep water or lying on shallow 
banks hate not been as effective as had been ex- 
pected. Small patrol boats must have unusual speed 
to. overtake a submarine. The depth bomb is deadly 
only when it lands close to a submarine. Tests car- 
ried out after World War I on captured U-boats 
showed a depth charge must explode very close to 
be effective. ' 

One American submarine commander who tor- 
pedoed two Jap cruisers related: “In a minute by 
my watch (after the torpedoing), the Japs were 
dumping all the ‘ash cans’ upon their decks onto 
our heads. 
dep® bombs in every direction. But God was work- 
ing for us.” Another American submersible torpedoed 
a Jap aircraft carrier and lived to tell the tale de- 
spite “58 depth charges in three hours.” ’ 

As submarine veterans point out, it takes a crew 
of iron men, and the skipper must be a superman, 


‘to carry out a successful offensive cruise in one of 


the steel coffins. Good submarine skippers are in- 
valuable. In World War I, the 25 German submarine 
aces accounted for 4,000,000 tons of Allied shipping, 
while the 250 others bagged only 6,500,000 tons. 

Judging from reports thus far received from the 
Pacific, our submarine skippers and crewmen are 
filled with the proper “attack morale.” Service in 
the “pig boats” is a young man’s game. Few of our 
submarine skippers are out of their thirties. They 
are young and filled with the spirit that harks back 
to Stephen Decatur and his dashing raid into the 
harbor of Tripoli.

Such are the considered judgments of disinterested 
students of economics, the Secretary of the Treasury 
and the Chairman of the Federal Reserve Board— 
the latter, as ‘it happens, from the silver State of 
Utah. What-.earthly excuse can there be for not 
moving promptly in Congress to repeal this costly, 
unsound subsidy to those who happen to control the 
production of this one of our metals? 
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SAD DAYS FOR THE WARD CLUBS. 

Ward clubs in St. Louis aren’t what they used to 
be. Not so long ago, they were thriving institutions, 
enthusiastically and liberally supported by the mem- 
bers, who. got satisfactory dividends in return. But 
times are so hard now that the Twenty-third Ward 
Regular Republican Club faces eviction because it 
is six months behind in the rent and may lose its 
furniture because of failure to meet payments.

Now, unless they want to con- 
vert themselves into pinochle clubs or phflosophical 
discussion groups, the ward clubs are going the way 
of the dodo and the great auk. 
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MUCH MORE THAN A “WAR OF SURVIVAL.” 

For a country whose people and leaders are talking 
every day about launching all-out offensives against 
their enemies, it is hardly appropriate to name the 
conflict “The War of Survival.” Yet this is the 
name which President Roosevelt has approved as 
preferable to “Second World War,” and he is re- 
ported highly pleased by his choice. 

The President is usually skilled and, exacting in 
his choice of words,. Yet has he considered just 
what “to survive” means? Webster defines it as “to 
remain alive or existent, to live on, to continue to 
exist.” America wants to live on, of course, but it 
‘wants to do much more, Mr. Roosevelt, in fact, 
stated very well what it wants to do, in his message 
to Congress last Jan. 6: 

Our own objectives are clear; the objective 
of smashing the militarism imposed by war 
lords upon their enslaved peoples—the objective 
of liberating the subjugated natidns—the objec- 
tive of establishing and securing freedom of 
speech, freedom of religion, freedom from want 
and freedom from tear everywhere in the world. 

We shall not stop short of these objectives— 
nor shall we be satisfied to gain them and then 
call it a day.... We are determined not only 
to win the war, but also to maintain the se- 
curity of the peace which will follow. 

Does that sound like mere “survival,” mere con- 
tinuance to exist? It does not; it means complete 
defeat of our enemies, utter destruction of their rule 
over the enslaved peoples, creation of a free new 
world. \ 

In short, “War of Survival” is passive instead of 
active, it is negative instead of affirmative, it is 
well-nigh defeatist. That is, it subordinates the 
thought of victory to the idea of saving our skins. 
The phrase does not begin to cover our objectives. 
A man is said to “survive” an illness even if he 
winds up in a wheel chair. Plainly, there’s nothing 
symbolic of America’s hopes in such a picture as 
that. We prefer to go on just calling it “the war” 
until somebody invents a more positive, meaningful 
and fighting term than “War of Survival.” 
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In Colorado, the Purgatoire River is on the ram- 
page and the dwellers along its banks are sure that 
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its name is a maste rpiece of understatement.

at which current supplies of foreign silver 
are being fully absorbed by industry, _ 

Silver has many of the physical properties 
of copper and some of those of tin—both 
metals now in acutely short supply. Because 
of its high electrical conductivity and re- 
sistence to corrosion, it can be used as a 
substitute for copper in electrical contacts 
and even for wiring appliance and small 
motors. Silver dan also replace tin in the 
making of solder, which used to acgount 
for about 16 per cent of the new tin;con- 
sumed annually. |

According to an OPM statement issued 
July 10, 1941, “66,000,000 ounces of silver 
annually should be sufficient for ‘all-out’ 
replacement of tin in solder.. Forty to 50 
pounds of tin may be replaced by two and 
one-half to five pounds of silver, and at 
present prices for tin and industrial silver, 
the raw material cost of 2% per cent silver 


solder is practically identical with that of 


an equal volume of solder composed of 45 
per cent tin and 55 per cent lead.”

The Treasury is forbidden by law to sell 
any of this silver at less than the statutory 
price at which it can be monetized—$1.29 per 
ounce, All that can be done with it, there- 
fore, is to pile it in the vaults and issue 
silver certificates against it, thus adding to 
excess bank reserves, which are already ex- 
cessive, Fortunately, a considerable frac- 
tion of the Treasury holdings has not yet 
been monetized, making possible an in- 
genious scheme for conscripting it for war.

An early act of the Nazi re 
gime was to serve notice that it 
ould look with disfavor on 
sharing with foreign countries 
the I. G. Farben processes for 
Te eens rubber from 


At the direction of its German 
partner, Standard Oil frustrated 
the development of synthetic 
rubber in the United States. 

This end wks accomplished by 
refusal to license American in- 
dustry for the manufacture of 
Buna-S tire rubber, and also by 
withholding Standard’s own in- 
vention, butyl rubber, which is 
made from by-product gases of 
petroleum refining. 


Though details of the butyl 
formula were concealed from 
American industry and even the 
American armed forces until 
March of this year, the process, 
on grounds of “business honor,” 
was confided to I. G. Farben in 
1938. It thus became available 
not only to Germany but to Italy 
and Japan. 


Out of concern for price levels 
and dividends, the Anglo-Dutch 
International Rubber Regula- 
tion Committee, during 1940 and 
part of 1941, rebuffed all pleas 
for enlarging output beyond 50 
per cent of capacity. Stockpiling 
in Great Britain and the United 
States was strenuously resisted 
because of possible . destructive 
consequences to the Anglo-Dutch 
syndicate’s profit structure after 
the war. 


‘To defend its monopoly of 
natural rubber, the International 
Rubber Regulation Committee 
also opposed cultivation of the 
guayule shrub in California and 
Mexico, as well as the develop- 
ment of an American synthetic 
industry. One argument against 
synthetic rubber production in 
the United States which is said 
to have impressed London and 
Washington was that it would 
deprive the British Empire of its 
chief source of foreign exchange, 
so greatly needed at that time to 
pay for war materials being pur- 
chased in this country. 

Lofty “superiority to national 
interests is an outstanding trait 
of the cartel. After the German 
invasion of Poland, I. G. Farben 
and International Rubber were 
nominally at war. The actual 
effect of their operations con- 
tinued. to be that of an alliance 
waging a two-front attack on 
American self-sufficiency in rub- 
ber. 

In unsworn statements to the 
press, officials of Standard Oil and 
other domestic partners in Ger- 
man-controlled syndicates have 
cried out against accusations 
brought by the Department of Jus- 
tice and particularly against Sena- 
tor Truman’s charge that some of 
their operations approached trea- 
son. But the Justice Department's 
equity complaints and criminal in- 
dictments, alleging conspiracy in 
restraint of foreign and interstate 
commerce, are held to have been 
largely substantiated by most of 
the defendants through consent de- 
crees, acceptance of fines or pleas 
of no contest. 

Thurman Arnold’s chief assistant 
in a long chain of victorious anti- 
trust prosecutions was 30-year-old 
Fowler Hamilton of Kansas City, 
whose father, Dr. Eugene P, Ham- 
ilton, lives at Richmond, Mo, After 
being graduated from a Kansas 
City high school, Fowler Hamilton 
took a law degree as a Rhodes 
scholar at Oxford. He practiced 
three years in his home city and 
wag then appointed as head of the 
Justice Department’s national de- 
fense section and later of its Law 
Frauds Unit. Recently he was made 
chief of intelligence for the Board 
of Economic Warfare. 

Government Cases Complete. 
The Government's cases in re- 
spect to rubber, natural and syn- 
thetic, are especially complete. 
Secretary of Commerce Jesse H. 
Jones has testified regarding nat- 
ural rubber before the Truman 
committee. Hamilton, in a sur- 
prise raid, backed up a. fleet of 
trucks at Standard Oil headquar- 
ters in New York and seized 47,000 
documents before: they could be 
sorted out and burned. Thus the 
Government exposed the German 
stranglehold on synthetic rubber. 
Destined to prove a motive for 
world wars and a basic commodity 
of the American way of life, rub- 
ber became knewn to Europeans 
when sailors of Columbus found 
Indian natives playing games with 
bouncing balls made from the 
juice of a tree. The substance was 
first known ag “caoutchouc”—pro- 
nounced kowchook—and gained its 
modern name in 1770 when the 
great English chemist, Joseph 
Priestley, invited attention to its 
property of rubbing out pencil 
marks. It then sold in London at 
$175 a pound. ‘ ee 

Rubber was launched on its in- 
dustrial career with the patenting 
of vulcanization in 1844 by Charles 
Goodyear of Woburn, Mass. 
trees of the Amazon valley in Bra- 
zil provided most of the supplies, 
reaching a maximum of 73,477 tons 
{in 1910. But the doom of South 
American rubber wag sounded in 
1900, when four pounds were ex- 
ported from Ceylon, 

From Brazil to Far East. 

Fourteen years earlier, Sir Henry 
Wickham had smuggled rubber 
seeds out of Brazil, germinated 
them in London and sent. sprouts 
to Ceylon for cultivation. Planta- 
tions spread to British Malaya, 
and then to The Netherlands East 
Indies. Output in the Far East 
passed that of Brazil in 1913 and 
wiped it out in 1924. The princi- 
pal advantage of the new competi- 
tor in the Far East was coolie la-

950,000 TONS OF BUNA-S 
RUBBER IS WPB’S GOAL 
FOR PRODUCTION IN 1943 


WASHINGTON, April 25 (AP). 
HE War Production Board 
announced today that it had 
authorized the Reconstruc- 

tion Finance Corporation to in- 
crease the program for produc- 
tion of Buna-8 synthetic rubber 
by 100,000 tens, to reach a total 
of 700,000 tons productive capa- 
city by the end of next year. 

The Buna-8 program is in ad- 
dition: to the planned capacity 
of 100,000 tons of butyl synthetic 
rubber and neophrene. 

WPB e@aid the Buna‘S pro- 
gram would be given all priori- 
ty and allocation assistance nec- 
essary to assure production of 
not less than 350,000 tons dur- 
ing the calendar year of 1943. 

t was emphasized that all 
synthetic rubber which will be 
produced for many months must 
be reserved for: military uses, 
and mone will be available for 

Civilian needs, such as autom 

bile tires, 


Sir James Stevenson to investigate 
and report. The result was the 
Stevenson plan of 1922 for restrict- 
ing acreage and stabilizing prices. 
By 1925 the measures taken re- 
sulted in forcing up the price to 
more than $1 a pound on the New 
York market. But Dutch planters 
had refused to join the agreement, 
and multiplied their output with 
such energy that in 1928 the Brit- 
ish monopoly was broken and the 
scheme came to an end, 

In 1932 and 1933, during the de- 
pression, rubber prices fell to less 
than 3 cents a pound in New York. 
The International Rubber Regula- 
tion Committee was formed in; 
London on May 7, 1934. Its vot- 
ing personnel was confined to 
British Malaya, The Netherlands 
Indies, Ceylon, French Indo-China, 
India, Burma, North Borneo, Sara- 
wak and Thailand. The United 
States, which had become the 
world’s largest consumer of rub- 
ber, was represented by an advis- 
ory panel of four members. 

Restrictive Quotas Fixed. 

Restrictive basic quotas were es- 
tablished for each territory, ship- 
ments were regulated, replanting 
and new planting of rubber were 
subjected to rigid control, and high 
export taxes on non-member pro- 
ducers were assessed for the pur- 
pose of destroying ‘competition. 
London was headquarters of the 
cartel, and its moving spirit was 
Sir John George Hay. 

The United States Government 
collided with the rubber carte} in 
June, 1939, when an agreement 
was signed to barter American 
cotton for 85,000 tons‘ of rubber. 
A year later, only 30,000 tons of 
rubber had been delivered. An 
RFC defense subsidiary, the Rub- 
ber Reserve Co., was formed in 
June, 1940, with Jesse Jones as 
chairman. Two agreements were 
signed with International Rubber 
for the purchase of 330,000 tons at 
a price of 17 to +20 cents a pound. 
Only 140,000 tons had been de- 
livered up to September, 1941. 
Out of 150,000 tons ordered for 
1940, only 40,000 arrived. 

Himself ynder fire for delay in 
our highly critical rubber procure- 
ment program, Jesse Jones told the 
Truman committee last month that 
the Anglo-Dutch rubber cartel was 
a privaté agency, but that it had 
sufficient status in the British 
Government to make it necessary 
for him to negotiate through the 
State Department. He revealed 
that Great Britain had a rubber 
stockpile of 100,000 tons or less, 
and declared that the Anglo-Dutch 
syndicate, while restricting ship- 
ments to the United States and 
United Kingdom, continued to ex- 
port rubber to Japan, an Axis 
partner, in 1940 and 1941. 

Efforts te Increase Production. 

“We were continually after the 
(Anglo-Dutch) committee to in- 
crease production,” Jones testified. 
“It has been my understanding that 
easy and natural production of 
raw rubber in the world is about 
50 per cent more than we normally 
use in a good year. We should 
have had a substantially bigger 
stockpile if they had produced it 
in 1940 and the first part of 1941.” 

Jones agreed that the Anglo- 
Dutch cartel feared there would 
be a rubber surplus after the war, 
and asserted that it “did not want 
unusually large stockpiles that 
might suppress or destroy the mar- 
ket.” He also pointed out that the 
International Rubber Regulation 
Committee did not expect its Far 
Eastern rubber fields to fall into 
Japanese hands. London, by Prime 
Minister Churchill’s confession of 
Dec. 26, and in all probability Wash- 
ington also, appear to have shared 
the same delusion—namely, that 
Singapore was impregnable and 
that Japan either would not fight 
or could handily be defeated. 

With regard to Standard Oil, the 
highlight of Thurman Arnold’s 
statement before the Truman Com- 
ttee was his reference to a so- 
called “Hague Memorandum” 
which was concluded between the 
American corporation and I, G. 
Farben several weeks after the in- 
vasion of Poland. 

“It is impossible to doubt,” 

Arnold informed the committee, 
“that the Hague memorandum was 
anything but a device for a con- 
tinuance of the conspiracy through- 
out the war.” 
He quoted the following passage 
from a letter written in London on 
Oct. 12, 1989, to William 8S. Farish, 
president of Standard Oil of New 
Jersey, by its vice-president and 
negotiator, Frank A. Howard: 

“I was able to keep my appoint- 
ments in Holland, where I had 
three days of discussion with the 
representatives of I. G. They de- | 
livered to me assignments of some 
2000 foreign patents, and we did

When this 
was declined, Standard Oil. noti- 
fied the State Department that 
the contract would stand. It was 
not until five days later, when the 
State Department took steps to 


‘blacklist Standard Oil of Brazil, a 


subsidiary, that deliveries were 
ordered stopped. The Condor air- 
lines were forced to cease opera- 
tions at once, but the Lati airlines 
continued until Pear] Harbor. 

“We wanted to be under some 
actual compulsion before breaking 
the Condor contract,” Farish ex- 
plained. “This was provided by 
the blacklist threat of Oct. 22, 
1941.” 

Action Against Other Cartels. 

In addition to synthetic rubber, 
the Department of Justice has con- 
ducted prosecutions, nearly all of 
which have’ been settled without 
trial, against American corporate 
and individual participants in car- 
tels controlling many other mate- 
rials essential to war. Among 
these are aluminum, manganese, 
military optical instruments, ‘tung- 
sten carbide, glass bulbs, electric 
lamps, pharmaceutical products, 
hormones for wound and surgical 
shock, dye-stuffs, aspirin, cameras, 
photoprinting materials, synthetic 
gasoline and fuel oil, toluene, avia- 
tion gasoline and synthetic ni- 
trates, 


The evidence gathered provides 
overwhelming proof that Germany 
possessed a commanding position 
in cartel affairs, and that the sys- 
tem was largely a one-way avenue, 
with profits flowing into the Reich 
and disabilities recoiling on for- 
eign associates. Agreements usu- 
ally limited operations of Amer- 
ican partners to the United States 
and its territories, while the Ger- 
mans took over the rest of the 
world, with particular emphasis on 
Latin America. 


The Reich owed its predominance 
to three colossal trusts. I. G. Far- 
ben is a combination of Standard 
Oil, General Electric, du Pont and 
the Aluminum Co. of America, with 
control of chemicals, , dye-stuffs, 
drugs, coal, fertilizers, public utili- 
ties, banks and many other enter- 
prises thrown in. The Friedrich 
Krupp Aktiengesellschaft of Essen 
is master of munitions, while Sie- 
mens-Halske of Berlin is overlord 
of electrical machinery. 

Chief of 1. G. Farben. 

The head of-I. G, Farben is Dr. 
Hermann Schmitz, who cut hjs 
business teeth as president of an 
American I. G. subsidiary, the Gen- 
eral Aniline & Film Corporation. 
He was succeeded in this post by 
his brother, Dietrich A. Schmitz, 
who became an American citizen 
and has a son in the United States 
Navy. 

‘The chief of Friedrich Krupp is 
Dr, Gustav Krupp von Bohlen und 
Halbach, who in 1899-1900 was sec- 
retary of the German Embassy in 
Washington.

GERMAN PATENT DEAL 


1929, Tetrazene Would Not 
Be Available to U. S.. 


*« BRIDGEPORT, Conn. April 25 
(AP), — The Remington Arms Co., 
in a statement to employes, said 
today that the patent agreement 
it made in 1929 with a German 


firm on the ammunition compo- 
nent tetrazene “helped rather than 
hindered the military production 
program in the United States.” 
“Without such an agreement, 
tetrazene would not be available 
at all to the United States Gov-~- 
ernment,” the company said in 
stating its position regarding the 
findings of the Senate Committee 
on Patents, and signed by C. K. 
Davis, president. 

Until a few weeks ago, neither 
the United States nor the British 
Governments wanted tetrazene in 
military ammunition, 

“When the Unitel States Gov- 
ernment did specify it for a spe- 
cial type of cartridge, Remington, 
because of its patent agreement, 
was able not only to supply the 
material, but to supply the ‘know 
how’ necessary ir its manufac- 
ture.” 

The company said the Govern- 
ment “was given all available in- 
formation about the material be- 
fore the agreement with the Ger- 
Man company was signed in 1929 
and was told of every development 
since.” 

It added that since 1929, when 
the patent was acquired, up to the 
present time, “Remington has paid 
only $16.47 on royalties on sales 
of military ammunition containing 
tetrazene to the United States 
Government.” 

“It is, -therefore, obvious that 
this small payment could in no 
way give information to the enemy 
as to the quantities of military 
ammunition being produced by 
Remington,” it said. “Further- 
more, all royalty payments have 
been discontinued since May 1, 
1941. ... Remington has not made, 
and will not make, one cent of 
profit on the use of its tetrazene 
patents by the United States Gov- 
ernment. In addition, ‘royalty-free’ 
licenses have been granted to the 
Government and to other compa- 
nies on Remington’s other patents 
used in the manufacture of mili- 
tary ammunition.” 

The company said it alone would 
produce this year more small arms 
ammunition than was made in all 
Government arsenals and indus- 
trial plants in the nation combined 
during the entire period of the 
last war, and that its rifle produc- 
tion was ahead of schedule, 


REDICK O’BRYAN’S PLATFORM 
NEAR RECORD FOR BREVITY 


Democratic Congress Candidate 
Promises “Common Honesty, 
Common Sense.” 

Redick O’Bryan, candidate for 
the Democratic nomination for 
Congress in the Eleventh District, 
has a platform which comes close 
to a record for brevity. It follows: 
“The application of common hon- 
esty and common sense in all legis- 
lative matters and all govern- 
mental operations.

“AT BAEK, BOME 
SIGLY AR BASE 


Planes, Which Strike De- 
spite Continuous Raids 
on British Island, Also 
Attack Supply Ship. 


By WILLIAM G. McGAFFIN 

CAIRO, April 25 (AP).—Despite 
continuous Axis air raids, the bat- 
tered little island of Malta struck 
back hard today at an enemy air- 
drome and a big merchant ship 
carrying supplies through the Med- 
iterranean to Marshal Erwin Rom- 
mel’s North African: army. 

The airfield bombed was at 
Comiso in Italian Sicily, 60 miles 
away, whence most of the German 
and Italian planes have flown 
against the British base in virtual- 
ly ceaseless attacks for the last 
four months. The supply ship in 
the Central Mediterranean was re- 
ported probably hit by bombers, 
soaring from one of Malta’s three 
airfields at Halfar, Luga and Ta- 
hali. 

In defense of the island fortress 
itself, R. A. F. fighters and ground 
batteries knocked down four 
planes and damaged 10 more out 
of enemy squadrons engaged in 
heavy raids during the last 24 
hours, a Malta communique said 
tonight. It added that civilian 
casualties during this period were 
“considerable.” 

Malta has undergone more than 
2000 enémy raids—123 of them in 
one day and night—since Italy en- 
tered the war. Since the mass 
raids started, Dec. 19, in an Axis 
attempt to pulverize the rocky 
bastion, an average of 70 tons of 
explosives daily has been dropped 
by enemy planes which have made 
a total of 11,000 individual appear- 
ances over the islet. In the heavi- 
est raids on April 7, the Germans 
used 600 planes, of which half were 
bombers.

was barred from the mails. 

Despite the change, Walker held 
that the latest issue “contains

Walker announced his ruling on 
the April 27 issue by making public 
a letter to the postmaster at Royal 
Oak, Mich. 

This letter said that the 12-page 
April 27 issue disclosed the publi- 
cation “(A) has changed the over- 
all make-up of the front and back 
cover pages, (B) in certain respects 
more fully identifies and sets out 
the claimed source of the material 
published, and (C) uses language 
more temperate.” 

“The entire tone of the paper,” 
the letter continued, “seems to be 
changed, one page being devoted to 
quotations from the Gospels and 
another page devoted to quotations 
of the eminent Cardinal Mercier.

‘Defense Worker’ 


Members of Armed Armed Forces List- 
ed First in Classification of 
Three Groups. 


Defense housing as defined by 
the War Production Board’s “stop 
order” was further clarified yester- 
day by J. W. Kuhlman, FHA dis- 
trict director for Hastern Missouri,

While the valuation and number| © 


of local building permits. in March 
decreased, compared with last 
year’s figures for the same period, 
the number of real estate trans- 
Ters in St. Louis was virtually the 
same, a report by the Research 
Bureau of the St. Louis Chamber 
of Commerce shows. F. W. Dodge 
Corporation reports construction 
contracts in St. Louis showed a 
gain of 7.58 per cent in March. 

Last month, 377 building per- 
mits were issued for work totaling 
$732,082, compared with March, 
1941, figures of 450 permits 
amounting to $4,165,677. Real es- 
tate transfers increased from 2681 
to 2697 for a gain of .6 per cent. 

Four new industries and 15 ex- 
pansions of established enterprises 
were listed by the bureau among 
the business activities in the St. 
Louis industrial district. 

This increased activity, requir- 
tng the services of 812 additional 
employes, represents an added in- 
dustrial investment of $356,000. As 
a result of these changes, 218,205 
square feet of floor space has beqn 
put to use and 96,216 of rfew in- 
dustrial space is under construc- 
tion. 

Some of the St. Louis business 
barometers in March of this year, 
compared with the same month of 
1941, are as follows: Debits to in- 
dividual accounts, increased 20.71 
per cent; bank clearings, increased 
25.93 per cent; postoffice receipts, 
increased 8.29 per cent; number of 
local phone calls, increased 4.74 
per cent; number of phones in 
service, increased 8.28 per cent; 
electric power produced for St. 
Louis area by Union Electric Co. 
of Missouri, increased 19.77 per 
cent; industrial electricity (Union 
Electric Co. of Missouri to 125 
identical customers), increased 
14.06 per cent. 

Industrial electricity (Laclede 
Power and Light Co.) increased 
24.41 per cent; industrial gas (La- 
clede Gas Co.), increased 9.28; 
water consumption, increased 5.57; 
street car and bus revenue, in- 
creased 30.61 per cent; revenue 
freight cars handled, increased 
27.59 per cent; barge line tonnage, 
decreased 21.58 per cent, and value 
of milk production, increased 28.81 
per cent. 

Department store sales in the 
Eighth Federal Reserve District 
increased 27 per cent in March, 
3042, compared with those in 
March, 1941.

‘Would ‘Clean Up’ U.S.F.A.

St. Louis, through the Missouri Soccer Commission, has taken the 


initiative in the long deferred movement to sweep United States Foot- — 


ball Association (soccer) officials 


In a letter mailed to 300 officials, 
club, league and state association 
heads, the Missouri body points out 
that organized soccer in this coun 
try has suffered a continued and 
disastrous decline over a period of 
15 years. After a detailed indict- 
ment of the national officers’ con- 
duct of the game, the letter asks 
“soccer teams and leagues .. to 
make a careful study of soccer 
problems ... and to seriously con- 
sider a complete reorganization of 
the United States Football Associa- 
tion.” 

“Whether or not there is a wide- 
spread response to the: letter we 
expect to move for a house clean- 
ing at the next annual meeting of 
the national body,” said Walter 
Giesler, secretary of the Missouri 
Commission, whose signature closes 
the appeal to clubs. 

“In our recent visit to Chicago, 
members of the Missouri body 
fdund that players, fans and of- 
ficials in Chicago, Milwaukee, 
Detroit and elsewhere in the 
Middle West have lost their re- 
spect for the U. 8S. F. A. as it is 
now constituted. Reports have 
reached us that there is a similar 
disaffection in the East.”

2336 TONS OF SCRAP METAL 
SALVAGED BY UTILITY IN YEAR 


Union Electric to Recover More 
From Abandoned Machinery 
and Cables. 

More than 2336 tons of scrap 
iron, steel, lead, copper and brass 
were salvaged by the Union Elec- 
tric Co. of Missouri last year, 
an increase of 742 tons over the 
previous year, it was announced 
yesterday by J. Wesley McAfee, 

president. : 

McAfee said a salvage cam- 
paign, which contemplates exami- 
nation of every unused piece of 
equipment, already has uncovered 
about 1070: tons more of various 
metals that will be made available 
to the war effort before the end 
of this ye&r. 

The boiler room of the Alton 
steam power~plant, out of service 
for many years, has about 5000 
tons of iron and steel, and there 
are more than 75 tons to be re- 
moved from the abandoned Win- 
stanley power plant in East St. 
Louis. The outmoded Alton gas 
plant is expected to yield 200 tons, 

In addition to 30° tons of copper 
salvaged from the Winstanley 
plant, McAfee went. on, 10 tons 
were taken from dead underground 
cables, along with’ almost 20 tons 
of lead. He estimated dead cables 
will yield about 80 tons of copper 
and 150 tons of lead this year.

Japan has lost a total of 167 
war vessels and 49 commercial 
ships since the war began, Asso- 
ciated Press records showed today, 
based on official announcements 
by the United Nations and Japa- 
nese official admissions.

At Headquarters the / 
girl is turned over to her waiting, 
father who has come to Detroit 
from a neighboring state. . The 
man is given into the custody of 
the law, fingerprinted, and discov- 
ered to be an ex-convict out on 
parole for manslaughter. 


“It wasn’t until the next day 
that I discovered I had bagged a 
real criminal,” the heroine of this 
story told me this t week when 
I rode with her on afternoon pa- 
trol duty through that sprawling 
section of Detroit that is bulging 
at the seams with the imported 
thousands of men who have come 
to this city for the quick money 
that is to be made in war-time 
industries. 


There was no boasting, no hint 
of derring-do, in this young 
woman's statement. It was a rou- 
tine recital of a case well-covered. 
Ht was also a typical story of what 
any one of the young women of 
Detroit’s staff of lady cops might 
recount if asked for a sample case 
of a day’s duty. 


As Detroit grows; so grows: the 
work of the Woman’s Division of 
th. Detroit Police Department. 
Last year the-Division investigated 
13,285 cases; the total for the. war 
year of 1942 will be much higher. 

Politics has no place in the ad- 
ministration of the Woman's. Di- 
vision, which is ably headed by

in Detroit's police department, but 
no member of the Woman's Di- 
vision has ever been accused of 
graft or crime,

HE old political practice of 
: making policewomen out of po- 
licemen’s widows or of hand- 
ing out such jobs. as political 
plums’ to- party workers, has been 
barred in the Woman’s Division of 
Detroit’s Police Department. From 
its establishment 21 years ago, the 
division has: demanded education 
and and because of that 
it has become a: model for other 
cities. Jobs in the Woman’s Di- 
vision are given out onthe basis 
of stiff competitive examinations 
in soeiology, psychology and pe- 
nology. Educational requirements 
are high; the applicant must be a 
graduate of a college or university 
of recognized standing or possess 
education to that equivalent. In 
addition ‘she must have had one 
or more years of full-time work 
as a paid social worker, specialized 
in the field of social science at an 
accredited college or university, or 
had two or more years of full-time 
work in a field closely related to 
- gocial work. Appointees are then 
given two montha’ ‘training in the 
Police Department rookie school. 
They learn ju-jitsu, the fundamen- 
tals of the laws of evidence, police 
procedure and identification meth- 
ods. And in their early months 
on the job, they work with sea- 
gsoned members of the Woman’s 
Division, learning from experience 
the things that cannot be taught 
in school. 

The Woman’s Division handles 
all complaints pertaining to all 
children under the age of 10; those 
pertaining to all girls from .10 to 
17; and all non-crime complaints 
that have to do: with girls and 
women over 17. Members of the 
Woman's Division are full police 
officers. They are sworn in with 
the police oath. Except for par-. 
ticipation in the insurance mutual, 
they have all the rights and 
privileges of policemen, including 
retirement at half pay. They are 
subject to the same rules and regu- 
lations as policemen. They carry 
revolvers and are taught to use 
them., They also carry small 
braided billys. — 

Although Eleonore Hutzel de-. 
mands that her policewomen be 
fearless and willing to go any- 
where at any time, psychology is 
the weapon used almost exclusive- 
ly by the young women under her 
direction. With poise, confidence 
of authority and a tone of voice 
that means business, the young 
women accomplish much more 
than could be accomplished with 
force. 

Attractive, refined and thorough- 
ly feminine, Detroit's policewomen 
are on duty 24 hours a day. They 
wear no uniforms. In neat street 
ensembles they enter the city’s 

‘toughest saloons. They inspect 
‘hotels, taxi dance halls, bus sta- 
tions, restaurants, bowling alleys. 
Always they are on the alert to 
‘protect boys under 10 and girls

This division would have such 
duties as the investigation of 
all complaints in which wom- 
en and children are victims or 
offenders, and patrolling of 
public amusement places and 
other danger spots for the pro- 
tection of young people. 

“Our committee thinks there 
should be close co-operation be- 
tween policewomen and social 
agencies and referral of those 
women, girls and children who 
are in need of social treatment 
and supervision: Trained per- 
sonnel is needed for this type 


of prote¢tive work. We believe 
it is futile to speak of ‘protect- 
ing men in uniform’ without 
giving equal emphasis to the 
protection of girls and women 
who are attracted in large 
numbers to the vicinity of mili- 
tary camps and defense indus- 
tries.” 

The St. Louis Committee on 
Police Protection is organized 
under the leadership of the Mis- 
souri Social Hygiene Associa- 
tion as part of the social pro- 
tection program of the Federal 
Security. Administration. As 
such it is co-ordinated in the 
health and Welfare Section of 
the St. Louis Office of Civilian 
Defense. -

SPENCER, Tenn., April 25. 


HE sun shines bright on Petti- 
T cost Town, on the crest of the 

Cumberlands. Spring flowers 
bloom in the gardens. Within its 
borders tranquillity broods. There 
is no hurry and no worry. With no 
taxes to be paid, there is no cause 
for worry. There are no taxes to 
be paid because in Spéncer, Tenn., 
the women rule. That is why it is 
called Petticoat Town. 

Though there are no taxes to be 
paid there is money in the town 
treasury. It comes from the peo- 
ple, of course, but not in the form 
of burdensome imposts. The wom- 
en who run the town have a better 
way than that. They give pie sup- 
pers and old fiddlers’ contests and 
now and then an amateur play. 
The people pay for the entertain- 
ment that the women provide arid 
are happy to help in that way, and 
share the women’s pride in the 
growing surplus at the bank. ‘ 

Spencer used to be ruled by men, 
as most towns are. It was the 
tradition, honored nowhere more 
truly than among the men of the 
mountains, who hold with Paul 
that the husband is the head of 
the house. It was not that the 
men of Spencer especially enjoyed 
wielding the scepter of power. 
There was, in fact, so seldom an 
occasion for the exercise of power 
that it was hardly worth while. Or 
so it seemed to the men. There 
were times when the women felt 
differently about it, times when 
they thought that the men should 
do more than they were doing for 
the good of the town. 

The men, if anything was said 
to them, dimissed it as women’s 
talk and went ahead doing the job 
in the way they thought it should 
be done by letting the town pretty 
much run itself. 

J. F. Kell had been mayor for 
10 years or so, re-elected every two 
years because nobody else wanted 
the job. He was a good man and 
a good mayor. When he died in 
1938 everybody said it would be 
hard to fill his place. It was. No- 
body wanted to fill it. Prominent 
citizens were approached from 
time to time, but they with one 
accord made excuses. They were 
not very good excuses but they 
served for the space of almost two 
years to keep the mayor's chair 
vacant, 

There.was only one man in town 
who took much interest in having 
the vacancy filled. He was J. L. 
Graham, the banker. He had in 
the bank vault $265 that had ac- 
cumulated during the Kell regime. 
Without a’ mayor to sign vouch- 
ers it couldn't be paid out for 
any purpose. Besides, which was 
worse, the town was losing the 
$75 a year prorated to it as its 
share of a state tax. When the 
checks came <rom Nashville they 
were sent back because, without 
a mayor, there was nobody in 
Spencer authorized to. receive the 
remittances. It hurt Banker Gra- 
ham, man of money, to see those 
seventy-five dollars going back to 
Nashville once a year, money that 
the town was entitled to but

Less than a year ago, these same 
guys went around the plant with 
tie off, collar open and shirt tail 
out. But the advent of thousands 


of women in key industries to speed 


the war production program has 
caused Tom, Dick ‘and Harry to 
spruce up, keep the shirt tail in 
and put bear grease on the hair. 

This is just one of the unpredict- 
able results stemming from the 
employment of more than 500,000 
women in war production work to- 
day, according to innumerable re- 
ports from manufacturing and in- 

concerns throughout the 

ted States that flow into the 

New York office of Harvey Saul, 

director of industrial relations for 

the National Association of Manu- 
facturers. 

By the end of 1942, when 1,000,000 
women are expected to be punching 
factory time-clocks, factory fore- 
men’ can plan to ride herd on a 
mob of Lucius Beebes. By the 


. end of 1943, when 2,000,000 women 


may be employed in American in- 
dustry, only the sky will be the 
sartorial limit. for the boys. 

In the meantime, this first all 
over, rather than over-all, review 
of the value of the woman factory 
hand finds her eminently satisfac- 
tory both to industry and to her 
employer. 

There is general agreement that 
the American is revealing 
an unexpected aptitude for me- 
chanical tasks—an aptitude as high 
as that of the man she is replacing 
or beside whom she works at bench 
or lathe.

“Woman’s mechanical apti- 
tude is not only as high as 
man’s, but she learns as rapid- 
ly,” Saul said today, as he 
emphasized the fact that his 
deductions were based on wide- 
spread reports from and con- 
versations with employers. 
“Subject only to the limitations 
of her strength and physical re- 
quirements, women can satis- 
factorily fill most of the jobs 
performed by men.” 

&: 2 
@ WITH AN “ARMY” of women 
already in factories and with thou- 
sands more expected by the end of 
the year, employers have 
studying their women employes as 
guideposts. Some of their conclu- 
sions are illuminating: 

1. The employment of women has 
created no new problems in indus- 
trial relations or factory manage- 
ment. In brief, the woman em- 
ploye is no more a problem child 
than is the man employe. 

2. Women would rather be bossed 
by a man than by a woman. That 

s, they want the final decisions 
eft to a man, but women like a 

~ Mother-confessor as an intermedi- 
ary between them and the boss. 
Many plants have found it advis- 
able to hire women supervisors to 
whom a woman employe can go 
for advice, aid and help. But in a 
showdown, women want men to 
settle the issue! 

3. Many factories have found 
married women more reliable than 
single women and prefer to hire 
them. 

4. Women, to the preliminary 
surprise of industry, don’t mind 
working the “graveyard shift,” i. 
e., from midnight till 7 or 8 a. m., 
probably because of <p extra pay. 

x * 


Having found that women in 
industry are apt, quick and will- 
ing workers, industry simply ac- 
cepts—without much comment — 
the fact that temperamentally, 
no less than physically, women 
differ in their performance of 
their various jobs and some al- 
lowances have to be made. 

“Temperamentally, the woman 
factory employe 1s more unstable 
than the man employe according 
to all reports,” Saul said. “For 
example, statistics show that 
women are absent from work 
from 30 to 100 per cent more 
than men. In many cases, it is 
temperament and not illness that 
accounts for her absence.” 


a. 
MANY FACTORIES have de- 


e 

cided that if a uniform is wern for 
work, the women themselves should 
have a hand in its selection, Some 
industrial plants have decided 
upon from three to six costumes, 
with the women permitted _to 
choose any one they like in any 
color they prefer. 

“Flowing skirts and long, loose 
hair dre simply unthinkable around 
machinery,” Saul said, “and in se- 
lecting uniforms, a company al- 
ways has the safety factor in 
mind. It is pretty generally agreed 
that women all over the country 
prefer the two-piece slack suit.” 

The principle of equal pay for 
equal work done by men and wom- 
en is accepted without question by 
American industry, although the 
problem of defining equal work is 
not always easy. Women in many 
factories need assistance in lifting 
and carrying operations that men 
automatically perform as part of 
the job. This is only one instance, 
and an extremely simple one, of 


the difficulties of defining “equal 


work.” 

Chivalry is not dead toward the 
woman factory worker. Just be- 
cause she does a man’s work, men 
do not expect her to fend for her- 
self. Saul said that dozens of in- 
dustrial plants, located in dark or 
tough districts, provide a strong 


‘arm squad to escort women work- 


ers from transportation to the fac- 
tory and back again!

Minced Lamb onFrench Toast ° ~- 
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By George Rector 


ERE is a recipe to use up the 
roast leg of lamb that is a little 
out of the ordinary. You will 
need some of the thick lamb gravy, 
but in the evént the gravy is all 
gone, fall back on beef extract or 
bouillon ‘cubes dissolved in hot wa- 
ter and thickened with butter and 
flour creamed together. 
MINCED LAMB ON FRENCH 
TOAST. 

Remove all fat from roast lamb 
and cut meat into one-quarter-inch 
cubes. To every cupful of minced 
meat add a cupful of thickened 
gravy and heat thoroughly. Mean- 
while cut white bread in slices of 
one-half inch thickness and remove 
crusts. ‘ Beat together two eggs, 
one-half cup milk, one-eighth tea- 
spoon salt and one teaspoon of 
fresh onion juice. Dip sliced bread 
into prepared mixture and fry over 
low heat until lightly browned. Re- 
move to hot plates and serve hot 
minced lamb on top. Sprinkle top 
with a pinch of finely chopped 
parsley. 

VEAL CUTLET A LA SACHER. 

One veal cutlet, one cup onions, 
sliced; two tablespoons butter, one- 
fourth cup flour, one teaspoon salt, 
one-fourth teaspoon paprika, few 
grains cayenne pepper, one-half 


pint sour cream. . 

Have cutlet cut one inch thick. 
Saute onions in butter until lightly 
browned over low heat, adding 
more butter if necessary. Mix 
flour and seasonings together and 
dredge cutlet thoroughly. When 
onions are lightly browned and 
partially cooked bank them to one 
side of the pan. Put cutlet in pan, 
brown on both sides, add the sour 
cream and spoon the onions on top 
of the cutlet. Put cover on pan (a 
heavy aluminum pan with heavy 
cover is ideal for this) and cook 
over low heat about one hour or 
until cutlet is tender. Turn cutlet 
once during the cooking and again 
spoon the onions on top side of 
meat. Serve with sliced carrots 
fried in butter until browned and 
sprinkled with parsley.

Codfish when steamed or boiled 
and served with an egg sauce is a 
familiar dish in most American 
homes. Few, however, are familiar 
with the fish when {t is taken out 
of the water weighing two to three 
pounds, The young codfish is 
known as scrod and is perfectly 

delicious when split and broiled. 
Here is how to go about it: Have 
the scrod split for broiling, remov- 
ing the entire backbone. Place it 


on a greased broiler (open side up) 
and broil under moderate flame 
until nicely browned, or about 20 
minutes for a three-pound : fish.

39 Steps,” “Thd Lady Vanishes,” ‘Foreign Correspondent,” “Re- “Re- RHINE” THE AMERICAN 
becca” and “Suspicion” that the director of these pictures can THEATER'S PLAY OF THE WEEK, 
give them most delightful goose-pimples, may find “Saboteur,” latest 
of Hitchcock issue, a little less than wonderful. 


The film at the Fox Theater has its moments of paralyzing fear, 
as, for example, when Robert Cummings and Priscilla Lane are caught 
in a New York mansion, with scores of other persons present for a 
charity ball, but can’t escape because all the exits are covered by the 
enemy and the honest folk refuse to take them seriously. Hearts sink 
at consideration of their plight. And the finish of “Saboteur,” high 
on the hand and torch of the Statue of Liberty in New York Harbor, 
is one of those examples of audience-torture for which Hitchcock is 


justly famous. 

More than this, in his use of familiar American scenes, rather 
than English or Continental ones, the English director gives “Sabo- 
teur” something of the uneasiness of a nightmare. It is fantastic, of 
course, to think that enemy agents have their spy-glasses set on Boul- 
der Dam, ,dynamite planted in the Brooklyn Navy Yard and operate 
their wicked business openly from a newsreel office in Rockefeller 
Center.: Fantastic, of course, but it could happen, you say. And there 
is where Mr. Hitchcock has you. Maybe this mob of his DID set the 
fire on the Normandie.

(Cal.) aircraft factory. With Robert Cummings, suspected as saboteur 
but in reality seeking the actual villains, fleeing across the country, 
it goes on to New York. And for those meeting up with Mr. Hitch- 
cock’s work for the first time, “Saboteur” should be a good and satis- 
fying yarn, - 3 

The major complaint from others will be that the plot idea is 
very much like that of “The 39 Steps,” widely copied by in cinema 
thrillers. Robert Donat, in that adventure, was suspected of a crime 
and headed away on a clew to the real culprits. He also, unsuspect- 
ingly, met up with the leader of the enemy organization and, at one 
time later, fled with handcuffs on, as does Cummings this time. 


A sequence early in “Saboteur,” where Cummings leaps from a 
trestle and thrashes through a running stream to safety duplicates one 
in “The 89 Steps” where Donat fled through the “mosses, waters, slaps 
and stiles” of Scotland. The dynamite about to go off in the shipyard 
echoes ‘the planned subway explosion of Hitchcock’s “The Woman 
Alone.” - Even the thrilling final scene of “Saboteur” suggests the 
tower sequence in “Foreign Correspondent” and a mountain episode 
in “The Man Who Knew Too Much,” by the same director.

F course, in his treatment of American scenes, Hitchcock may 

have had more up his sleeve than he took out, might have alarmed 

the country as much as Orson Welles if he really had chosen to do 
so. Knowledge of his past work gives us assurance that he can hypno- 
tize, paralyze and confuse as much as he pleases.

Germany’s largest warship is the Tirpitz, one of three battleships that remained | 
in the Navy of the Reich after her sister ship, the Bismarck, was sunk by the 
British in May, 1941. Most feared raider of the Nazi force, the Tirpitz is listed 
in manuals as of 35,000 tons, but the British say the ship displaces nearer 
50.000 tons. In this picture she is shown fleeing at full speed from Royal Air 
Force planes that had intercepted her effort to get loose into the North Atlantic.

How that came about relates to the history 
of the St. Louis needle industry which in 


the short span of seven years has sky- 
rocketed from a virtual last to a leader in 


_ industrial importance in the city. And it all 


resulted from a new clothing style that 
makes girls look like girls instead of little 
women. 

New York still had a virtually unchal- 
lenged strangle hold on the garment trade 
when the junior miss dress began to devol- 
op in that city in the lush days of +1928. It 
survived 14 years of hectic evolution to 
become, as of today. a distinctive line for 
girls primarily in the 16 to 20 years age 
group. Its obvious characteristics are de- 
signs specifically for late teen age figures, 
which means, basically, dresses with short- 
er and smaller waists, flowing or full cut 
skirts, and cheery colors. 

Just as perpetuation of St. Louis leader- 
ship of this kind of dress now depends to a 
great extent on ideas of graduates of the 
Washington U. art school, so did the acci- 
dental start of the local industry draw on 
the school’s program. In the dark days of 


the jast depression a leading women's wear. 
store, gave students of the school--- which 
already had a dress designing course--—a 
chance to produce junior miss dresses for 
a style show. That was about 1934. 

The store’s idea then was pr@parily to 
promote its business by stimulating interest 
of Washington University students. But 
some of the models the students made and 
wore were unexpectedly good.
